WASHINGTON, March 21.— The 

administration farm relief bill was 

taken up by the House today with 


the membership bound, by a 182-to- 
102 vote, to vote on its passage af- 
ter four hours’ debate, with all 
amendments barred. 

The vote forecast passage of the 
measure, though Speaker Rainey 
said the final vote probably would 
not come until tomorrow in view 
of the extended time allowed for 
oratory. 

The Republican attack on the bill, 
promised earlier by Representative 
Snell, opposition leader, developed 
before the rule for its consideration 
could be adopted. 

Snell, fighting the iron-clad rule 
which he termed “a dose of castor 
oil without any palliative,” said the 
farm measure was a “pure Demo- 
cratic patronage bill.” 

Defended by Bankhead. 

But Representative Bankhead of 
Alabama, ranking Democrat on the 
Rules Committee, admitting the bill 
was a “new experiment,” said: 

“It embraces a very drastic de- 
parture from some of our inherited 
views and opinions on the powers 
of Congress. But the President in 
the last few days has crystalized 
the confidence and trust of the peo- 
ple not only in his wisdom but in 
his patriotism. They are looking to 
him to make legislative recommen- 
dations.” 

Snell told the Democrats that 
once they had “begged, pleaded 
and implored with Republicans to 
be real men and stand up, and not 
be driven through the hoop like 
sheep.” 

“That makes this situation amus- 
ing,” he said. “We on the minor- 
ity are as much in favor of doing 
something for the farmer as any- 
one, else, but we would like to do 
it In a reasonable way and would 
like to know what we are doing.” 

Snell said he favored a program 
to reduce mortgage interest rates, 
reduce taxes and alleviate the 
“terrific transportation charges.” 

Jones Opens Debate on Bill. 

The House then adopted the four- 
hour debate, and no amendments 
rule by a 184 to 102 vote. Immedi- 
ately Chairman Jones of the Agri- 


culture Committee took the floor. 


“In ordinary times I wouldn’t 
support a measure of this kind,” he 
said. “Personally, I would deal 
with the farm mortgage problem 
first. But I am only one of 435 
members, 

“We are at war and war is the 
grimmest business that ever en- 
gaged the attention of mankind, 
and while this war is on I’m going 
to follow the man at the other end 
of the avenue who has the flag in 
his hand. Tm going to support the 
Commander-in-Chief. 

“I believe the American people 
are rallying to our new President 
as they have rallied to but few men 
in our generation. I believe he will 
lead us out of the darkness into 
the light of a new day.” 

“Child of Jig-Saw Puzzle Age.” 

Clark of New York, ranking Re- 
publican on the Agriculture Com- 
mittee, said the bill “is a child of 
the jig-saw puzzle age.” He said 
it was “full of Soviet ideas that 
came from Russia” and attributed 
them to Assistant Secretary Tug- 
well of the Agriculture Depart- 
ment. 

“If you read that book by Tug- 
well you will find where these So- 
viet ideas and Socialism tenden- 
cies of this bill come from,” Clarke 
said. “But agriculture is ina bad 
situation, and I am going to sup- 


port the President.“ 


Committee Calls for Action. 

Earlier in the day the Agriculture 
Committee, which approved the bill, 
told the House in a formal report, 
that “its enactment without delay is 
imperative.” 

The bill covers nine major com- 
modities—wheat, cotton, corn, hogs, 
cattle, sheep, rice, tobacco, milk and 
its products. A processing tax 
would raise funds for paying the 
farmer a benefit or rent in return 
for acreage of production curtail- 
ment.

Committee of the requirement that

PLANS REORGANIZATION 
OF LABOR DEPARTMENT 


Woman Secretary Drops 71 for 
Lack of Funds—Outlines 
Further Changes. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 21.—Sec- 
retary Frances Perkins today out- 
lined a sweeping reorganization of 
the Labor Department, including a 
complete overhauling of the em- 
ployment service, a scientific sur- 
vey of the statistical service and a 
consolidation of the immigration 
service. 

Miss Perkins said she had dis- 


immigration investigators and had 
put on furlough 16 others because 
of the imminent exhaustion of the 
$200,000 appropriation under which 
they operate. 

These were the operatives, scat- 
tered all over the country, to be 
used by the Secretary of Labor to 
determine whether laborers were be- 
ing brought into the United States 
under contract in violation of the 
immigration law. 

Miss Perkins said she discovered 
that only $12,970 remained of the 
appropriation on March 15, to cover 
a monthly salary of $11,166 and 
$4000 for traveling expenses. 
Meager reports were on file, she 
said, on how the appropriation had 
been expended, but the totals were 
$107,574 for salaries, $62,695 for 
traveling expenses and $8243 for 
“confidential expenses,” not item- 
ized. 

The 16 on furlough, she said, 
were men who had been transferred 
to the regular immigration service 
shortly before she took office, and 
she had decided it was “not fair to 
allow the 16 preferential treat- 
ment.” 

The duties of the men who were 
dropped were given to the district 
directors. 

“The employment service is to be 
completely reorganized,” said Miss 
Perkins, “I shall try to reorgan- 
ize it in a way that will make it 
practically useful immediately.” 
Miss Perkins added that it would 
be her aim to make the appropri- 
ation already available the basis 
for the changed program, in such 
a manner that if the Wagner bill 
setting up a new employment serv- 
ice went through, she would be able 
“to move forward quickly.” 

“The whole statistical and in- 
formation service of the Depart- 
ment of Labor needs revision,” she 
said. “It is my opinion the statis- 
tical work could be expanded and 
I have asked the American Statis- 
tical Society, of which Stuart Rice 
is president, to appoint a commit- 
tee to make immediately a survey 
of Labor Department statistical 
work, its adequacy and scope, the 
relative importance of the statis- 
tics, and the soundness of the meth- 
ogs used.“

WASHINGTON, March 21.—The

The 
rest has been supplied by the Unit- 
ed States Government through the 
R. F. C. in form of a subscription 
to the preferred stock. 

First Under New Act. 


ll be the first bank chartered 
under the emergency bank act and 
the joint statement said it would 
make available to Detroit a sound 
bank with ample facilities. 

The statement issued by Jesse H. 
Jones of the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation, and Sloan said 
that, depending on the negotiation 
of a contract between the new 
bank and the conservators of the 
old banks, and subject to working 
out of legal details, it was hoped 
about 40 per cent of their net de- 
posits would be immediately made 
available to the 800,000 odd deposi- 
tors of the two old banks. 
This, the statement said, will be 
made possible through the new 
bank’s acquisition of the more 
liquid assets of the First National 
Bank and the Guardian National 
Bank of Commerce. 

Expects to Sell Stock. 
A joint statement said: 
“In underwriting the common 
stock of the new bank, Alfred P. 
Sloan Jr. stated that General Mo- 
tors Corporation was doing so as a 
contribution toward the settlement 
of a very serious stiuation. It had 
no desire to enter in any way the 
banking business in Detroit or else- 
where. It was entitled to and had 
every reason to expect the support 
of depositors and stockholders by 
subscribing to the common stock. 
“With that in mind an offer will 
be made by General Motors Cor- 
poration to all depositors and stock- 
holders of the First National Bank 
and the Guardian National Bank 
of Commerce for subscription to 
the common stock of the new 
bank, at the same price as paid by 
General Motors Corporation, that is, 
$50 a share. 
“Further, Mr. Sloan stated that 
he was hopeful that as soon as the 
situation was stabilized it would 
be possible for General Motors 
Corporation to withdraw entirely, 
transferring its investment to oth- 
ers to carry on this particular re- 
sponsibility and duty to the com- 
munity.” 

Jones Outlines Policy. 
In his statement, Jones said: 
“This step in providing sound 
banking facilities in Detroit indi- 
cates the Government’s attitude in 
helping to reconstruct banks on a 
thoroughly sound basis and in the 
interests of depositors. It is in di- 
rect line with President Roosevelt’s 
determination to have banks that 
are sound and in which the people 
will have confidence, 
“In administering the new bank- 
ing law, which permits the R. F. C.

WASHINGTON, March 21.—Sen- 


author of the “lame duck” amend- 
ment to the Constitution, intro- 
duced in the Senate today another 
proposal to change the Constitution 
—to revise the method of electing 
a President and Vice-President. 
The proposed amendment would 


permit direct voting in states on 
presidential candidates, with each 
state to have as many presidential 
votes as it has members of Con- 
gress. Instead of the candidate 
who wins the largest vote winning 
all of the state’s electoral counters, 
however, we would receive only the 
proportion of persidential votes 
that his majority formed of the 
popular vote. Other candidates 
likewise would receive proportional 
presidential votes, unless their 
share of the popular count was less 
than 1 per cent. 

States would certify their popu- 
lar vote to a joint session of Con- 
gress, and the presidential votes 
of the states would be tabulated 
there, the candidate with the larg- 
est number to be adjudged the win- 
ner. 

In case of a tie, the House of 
Representatives would elect the 
President from the two candidates 
having the highest vote, each state 
to have one vote in the House. 
Vice-Presidents would be elect- 
ed the same way, and in case of a 
tie, the Senate would select him.

It added the Bureau already is 
turning out the stamps. These, 
it continued, will be ready for de- 
livery to collectors of internal rev- 
enue before the new law goes into 
effect. 
Beer Can Be Sold in 14 States 
Within Two Weeks. 


State capitals report that: There 
are at least 14 states in which beer 
can be sold as soon as the Federal 
Government legalizes it. In others 
a varied situation exists. In some, 
beer can be sold after a specified 
time; in some, it can be sold in 
certain localities; in others, pro- 
posed action to license or regulate 
the beverage is pending. In still 
others—at least 10 states—neither 
has there been repeal of prohibition 
laws nor is official action pending 
toward licensing beer. 

The 14 in which beer can be sold 
immediately after United States 
legalization are: Arizona, Califor- 
nia, Illinois, Indiana, Kentucky, 
Missouri, Montana, Nevada, New 
Jersey, New York, Oregon, Penn- 
8 Washington and Wiscon- 
sin. 

In North Dakota beer can be sold 
after July 1; in West Virginia, after 
June 9, and in Wyoming after May 
18. Maryland and Delaware laws 
permit sale in certain parts of the 
states. Some states have repealed 
their prohibition laws, but will not 
permit beer sales until control laws 
have been passed. In others that 
have passed repealers, beer can be 
sold without such control legisla- 
tion. Many states have licensing 
or control proposals pending.

“The plans we make during the 
present emergency, if we plan wise- 
ly and rest our structure on a base 
sufficiently broad, may show the 
way to a mor. permanent safe- 
guarding of our social and economic 
life, to the end that we may in a 
large measure avoid the terrible 
cycle of prosperity crumbling into 
depression. In this sense I favor 
economic planning, not for this pe 
riod alone, but for our needs for a 
long time to come, 


The President's creed—his elab- 


oration of Jeffersonian principles 
to meet what he sees as the de- 
mands of the new social order—is 
as follows: 

“T believe that our industrial and 
economic system is made for indi- 
vidual men and women, and not 
individual men and women for the 
benefit of the system. 

“T believe that the individual 
should have full liberty of action 
to make the most of himself; but I 
do not believe that in the name of 
the sacred word, individualism, a 
few powerful interests should be 
permitted to make industria) can- 


non fodder of the lives of half the. 


population of the United States. 

“I believe in the sacredness of 
private property, which means that 
I do not.believe that it should be 
subject to the ruthless manipula- 
tion of professional gamblers in the 
stock market and in the corporate 
system. 

“I share the common complaint 
against regimentation; I dislike it 
not only when it is carried out by 
an informal group amounting to an 
economic Government of the Unit- 
ed States, but also when it is done 
by the Government of the United 
States itself. 


Government as a Check. 


“I believe that the Government, 
without becoming a prying bu- 
reaucracy, can act as a check or 
counterbalance of this oligarchy so 
as to secure initative, life, a chance 
to work and the safety of savings 
to men and women, rather than 
safety of exploitation to the exploit- 
er, safely of manipulation tc the 
financial manipulator, safety of un- 
licensed power to those who would 
speculate to the bitter end with 
the welfare and property of other 
people. 

We must get back to first prin- 
ciples; we must make American in- 
dividualism what it was intended 
to be, equality of opportunity for 
all, the right of exploitation for 
none.” 

“If Jefferson could return to our 
councils he would find that while 
economic changes of a century have 
changed the necessary methods of 
Government action, the principles of 
that action are still wholly his own. 
He labored for a widespread con- 
cert of thought, capable of concert 
of action, based on a fair and just 
concert of interests. He labored to 
bring the scattered farmers, the 
workers, the business men into a 
participation in national affairs. 
This was his purpose and this is the 
principle upon which the party he 
founded was based. It should now 
present itself as an agency for na- 
tional unity. 

“Faith in America, faith in our 
tradition of our personal responsi- 
bility, faith in our institutions, faith 
m ourselves, demands that we 
recognize the new terms of the old 
social] contract. In this comment 1 
outline my basic conception of these 


terms, with the confidence that you

Leaders of Various Groups 

Contend He Cannot Sign 
Without Violating the 
| Constitution. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, March 21. —In 


an eleventh-hour attempt to pre- 
vent the legalization of 3.2 per cent 
beer, the national conference of or- 
ganizations supporting the eighth- 
eenth amendment has urged Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to veto the meas- 
ure. 

It made public last night a let- 
ter sent to the chief executive con- 
tending he could not sign the bill 
without violating the Constitution. 

“The bill was not designed as a 
measure for prohibitfon enforce- 
ment but to raise revenue,” the 
letter said. “It is based upon the 
false legislative premise of seek- 
ing to legalize the maximum 
amount of alcohol in a beverage 
not actually intoxicating which is 
something physically and scien- 
tifically impossible of accomplish- 
ment, since alcohol affects no two 
individuals alike. 

Brewers and Government. 

“The percentage fixed in the bill 
is that recommended by the rep- 
resentatives of the brewing trade 
as the amount which would afford 
the largest volume of sales and re- 
sult in the greatest amount of rev- 
enue to the Government.” 

The communication was signed 
by F. Scott McBride, general super- 
intendent of the  Anti-Saloon 
League of America, and Edward 
B. Dunford, its attorney; Ella A. 
Boole, president of the National

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He said that municipal ownership 
of 2360 electric light and power 


stallations has proved to be “a 
real gold mine for those cities for- 
tunate enough to have engaged in 
public ownership.“ 

“Cities throughout the country, 
he said, have been faced with the 
most severe financial problem in 
their history. Many municipalities 
are bankrupt and without adequate 
funds for taking care of their mu- 
nicipal requirements. The burden 
of ever-increasing taxation has 
reached the breaking point, and 
municipalities have been forced to 
give consideration to establishing 
revenue-producing utilities. 

A Lesson of the Depression, 

“The discovery has been made 
that the cities with the most mu- 
nicipal utilities have had the least 
financial discomfort in their mu- 
nicipal affairs. “Cities owning wa- 
ter, light, gas and heating utilities 
are found to be well able to take 
care of their financial requirements. 
They have even used the excess 
revenue of these municipal utilities 
in relieving the burdens of taxation. 

“Nearly 100 cities in the United 
States are practically free from all 
forms of municipal taxation. 
Tighty-eight of these cities, through 
the revénues of their municipal 
utilities, are now managing their 
affairs without the need of ordi- 
nary forms of municipal taxation. 
Several cities have not in the last 
10 years paid a dollar of municipal 
taxation—the revenue of their mu- 
nicipal utilities has taken care of 
such expenses as street cleaning 
and repairing, fire departments, 
health departments, playgrounds 
and other municipal activities ex- 
cept such special improvements as 
sewers and paving. 


Growth of City Waterworks. 


He called attention to the growth 
of municipal ownership of water- 
works, from one publicly owned 
plant in 1800 to 7853 in 1933, Mu- 
nicipal plants, he said, serve water 
to 96 per cent of the population 
of cities of more than 100,000, and 
only 11 such cities are served by 
privately owned plants. All of the 
largest 20 cities own their water 
systems. 

“The average American family 
uses 5000 gallons of water a month,” 
he said. “This costs from municipal 
plants $1.41 as compared with $2.24 
from the privately-owned plants. 
The average family is paying 58.8 
per cent more for water from a 
private company. 


“Cities that own their water 
plants have been able to offer en- 
couraging rates to large industrial 
users. For 100,000 gallons a month 
the municipalities charge $18, the 
private companies $27.77, or more 
than 50 per cent more. This is put- 
ting a severe handicap and burden 
on the industrial plant to operate 
in a city without public ownership 
of its water supply.” 

Electric Plants Most Profitable. 

Electric plants return the great- 
est financial benefit to the cities, 
he said, and as franchises expire 
many cities are having engineering 
investigations made concerning the 
cost of producing and distributing 
current. | 

“Municipal ownership is lacking 
today,” he said, “only in those cities 
where people have not been edu- 
cated to its economy or where the 
struggle to acquire it has met with 
reverses through litigation insti- 
tuted by the privately owned com- 
panies. | 

“Owners of private utilities at- 
tempt to make much capital out of 
the loss of taxes in a city under 
municipal ownership; yet, in many 
of the cities we have investigated 
the amount. lost in taxes is only 
about one-tenth the amount saved 
through the lower rates to users.” 

Most municipal plants pay for 
themselves in eight to 10 years, he 


said.

BERLIN, March 21.—Eighteen 
Jewish physicians were removed 
from Berlin hospitals by the Hitler 
government yesterday, and it was 
announced that “the cleaning up of 
all departments in the process of 
‘purifying’ Berlin will continue.” 

Prof. Hermann Zondek, famous 
specialist who treated former Chan- 
cellor Streseman, is in Zurich. He 
had been arested and jaiied, but was 
released following intercession by 
former Chancellor-General Kurt 
von Schleicher. 

The Jewish Telegraphic Agency 
Says a seurch of the Zionist offices 
here as well as of the House of 
Kurt Blumenfeld, president of the 
German Zionist Federation, was 
carried out Sunday night by uni- 
formed National Socialists. 

A communique issued by the Zion- 
ist Federation describes the incident 
thus: 

“On Sunday evening uniformed 
members of the Nazi storm detach- 
ments searched the premises of the 
Zionist Federation of Germany, as 
well as the house of the president 
of the federation. Steps which were 
immediately taken by the federation 
revealed that the search was not au- 
thorized by the authorities. The 
authorities have giveh assurances 
that care will be taken to prevent 
recurrence of such an incident in 
the future.” 


Jerusalem Jews Disturbed by Dis- 
play of Hitler Flag. 
By the Associated Press. 
JERUSALEM, March 21.—(By 
ewish Telegraphic Agency).—Hoist- 
ing of National Socialist swastika 
banners over the German Consul- 
ates at Jerusalem and Tel Aviv has 
greatly disturbed Jewish public 
feeling here. Palestine authorities, 
fearing hostile demonstrations, are 
guarding the Consulates with Brit- 
ish police and detectives. 

The display of the swastika, 
which by proclamation of the Hitler 
has been raised to 
equal status with the German na- 
tional flag, is regarded by Palestine 
Jewry as an insult. 

In connection with a protest 
movement developing throughout 
the country against the Hitler Gov- 
ernment, the boycott of German 
goods, particularly movies, is being 
discussed. 

An increase 


in the number of 


German. immigrants already has 
been ‘noted. Steamers this week 
landed many Jewish families from 
Germany, including Oscar Kahn, 
who was a State Secretary in 1918, 
and whom the Hitlerites had threat- 
ened. 

Jews Ask U. S. to Object to Anti- 

Semitism in Germany.

NEW YORK, March 21. — The 
American Jewish Committee and 
the B’Nai B’rith, after a special 
joint meeting last night, announced 
they had requested the United 


States Government “to make proper 
representations to the Government 
of Germany” against the e 
persecution of Jews. 


Meanwhile leaders of the Greater 
New Tork Federation of Churches 
and the Interfaith Committee de- 
cided to issue a protest against 
anti-semitism on behalf of Chris- 
tians in this country. 

The decision was made after they 
had conferred with former Gov. 
Alfred E. Smith, Bishop William 
T. Manning and other prominent 
laymen and clerics of both Catholic 
and Protestant faiths. 

The Rev. Dr. William B. Millar, 
executive secretary of the federa- 
tion, and former United States 
Attorney Charles H. Tuttle, chair- 
man of the Interfaith Committee, 
drafted the protest yesterday and 
will make it public after it is signed. 

Bernard S. Deutsch, president of 
the American Jewish Congress, an- 
nounced that March 27 had been se- 
lected definitely as the date for a 
nation-wide series of mass meetings 
to protest against anti-semitism. 


3000 Jews in Poland Vote Condem- 
nation of Germany. 
By the Associated Press. 

WARSAW, Poland, March 21.— 
Resolutions condemning the treat- 
ment of Jews in Germany have 
been adopted by 3000 Jews at a 
mass meeting in Vilna. 

Speakers called on Jews in all 
parts of the world to form a united 
front against all German attempts 
against Pomorze (the Polish corri- 
dor) and on all Jewish trade organ- 
izations to prepare for a boycott of 
German goods.

PARIS, March 21.— Former Pre- 
mier Edouard Herriot urged imme-

BRITAIN SUSPENDS EFFORTS

Under Secretary Tells Commons 
Arrest of Englishmen in Mos- 
cow Is Cause.

LONDON, March 21.—A Govern- 
ment spokesman informed the 
House of Commons yesterday that 


negotiations for renewal of the 
commercial treaty between Great 
Britain and Soviet Russia have 
been suspended. 

The announcement was made by 
Capt. Anthony Eden, Under-Secre- 
tary for Foreign Affairs. He said 
it resulted from the arrest by 
Soviet officials of officers of the 
British Metropolitan-Vickers Co., 
which has decn installing electrical 
machinery in Soviet enterprises. 

“It is clear,” Capt. Eden said, “that 
negotiations for a commercial trea- 
ty can serve no useful purpose if 
British subjects are to be liable to 
such treatment.

MAYOR OF DETROIT 
TAKES RELIEF PLAN 
10 Tht PRESIDENT 


Frank Murphy Seeks Sup- 
port for His Plan to Per- 
mit Cities to Declare 
Their Insolvency. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, March 21.— 
Mayor Frank Murphy of Detroit 
yesterday told President Roosevelt 
that something must be done to 
prevent the complete collapse“ of 
local government. He said there 
were 1000 insolvent cities in the 
country. 

He urged favorable consideration 
of his plan to permit cities to go 
into Federal Court, declare their 
insolvency, and get a two-year mor- 
atorium on their. bonded indebted- 
ness. 

Mayor Murphy was accompanied 
to the White House by Assistant 
Secretary of State Raymond Mo- 
ley, one of the President’s economic 
advisers, Murphy said later: 

“Unless something is done to re- 
lieve the cities, a far more serious 
situation than anything that has 
yet occurred is likely to take 
place. I mean the breakdown of 
Government services, such as the 
school system, police and fire pro- 
tection. 

“If they become demoralized, the 
country will be infinitely worse off 
than it is now. 

“We are proposing a plan that is 
just to everyone and possible of 
operation. The object of the plan is 
twofold: To prevent a multiplicity 
of lawsuits by bond holders against 
cities and to permit an. orderly 
levy and collection of taxés to pre- 
serve the functions of government. 

“This plan does not involve repu- 
diation or default. But under ex- 
isting conditions, revenues coming 
in are insufficient to meet the needs 
of government, and at the same 
time pay off principal and interest 
charges on indebtedness.” 

Mayor Murphy said he was un- 
willing to quote the President, but 
thought he was sympathetic to the 
idea of aiding the cities. 

Under his proposal, Murphy said, 
the moratorium could be extended 
on both principal and interest for 
a maximum of 10 years. A bill to 
put it in operation already has been 
introduced in Congress by Repre- 
sentative Clarence McLeod of De- 
troit. 

Murphy said there were insolvent 
cities in all but four states. The 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion should also be more liberal in 
making loans to cities, he added.

DEFEATED MISSOURI RACE BILL 
IS REVIVED IN THE HOUSE 


Placing on Informal Calendar, How- 
ever, May Invalidate It Even 
If Eventually Passed.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 21.— 
the race betting bill, legalizing pari- 
mutuel betting, which was defeated 
in the House last Thursday, was re- 
vived last night on a motion to 
reconsider it, but certain constitu- 


tional provisions were overlooked 
in the handling of the bill which 
may make the reconsideration with- 
out effect even if the bill eventually 
should be passed. 

Representative Weakley of Pike 
County, who handled the measure 
in the House, moved the reconsid- 
eration, and on a standing vote the 
clerks announced 82, six more than 
a constitutional majority, in the 
affirmative. Weakley then placed 
it on the informal calendar. 

The Constitution provides that 
on a reconsideration, the vote shall 
be taken immediately; and the sub- 
ject disposed of before the House 
proceeds to other business. The 
placing of the bill on the informal 
calendar, in the opinion of well- 
informed parliamentarians, violates 
this provision of the Constitution, 
and, if it does, would invalidate the 


bill if eventually passed.

When Congress can turn from consideration of 
pressing emergency legislation to problems of more 
permanent policy, the repeal of the tax on bank 
checks should be placed near the top of its agenda.

Goering, while the National So- 
cialist and Nationalist. members 
stood, paid tribute to Hitler as a 
man, who like no other, was able

“The spirit of Weimar (where the 
Republican Constitution was writ- 
ten) is derg'—the spirit of Potsdam, 
which stands for duty, discipline, 
work and. Cleanliness, lives,” he 
said. 

He berated the late republican 
flag as symbolizing oppression, 
shame and dishonor, and predicted 
that Germany, guided by the Pots- 
dam spirit, would rise to new 
glory. The Chancellor, Goering 


and other National Socialist mem- 


bers of the Cabinet were dressed in 
the brown uniform of the party. 
The enabling act to give Hitler 
dictatorial powers until April 1, 
1937, would empower his Govern- 
ment to make laws even conflicting 
with the Constitution. It would re- 
move control of the Reichstag, and 
the Reichsrat, the State’s Council 
which assents to all bills introduced 
in the former body, over such legis- 
lation. - 
Sole responsibility for foreign 
treaties would rest also with the 
Government, taking that function 
from the Reichstag and Reichsrat. 
(Passage of the enabling act ana 
any other measures desired by the 


| Government were thought to be 


assured. The barring of the 81 
Communist members of the Reich- 


‘stag gave Hitler’s 288 National So- 


cialist members complete control 
without needing support of their 52 
Nationalist allies. There were 647 
members elected). 

Greeted by Huge Crowds. 

Greeted by immense _ throngs, 
President von Hindenburg and 
Chancellor Hitler rode at the head 
of a string of limousines bearing 
notables of the new Government as 
they entered this historic town for 
the ceremonies intended to signify 
the rebirth of the martial “Potsdam 
spirit” in Germany. 

The military character was em- 
phasized by huge signs across the 
streets with patriotic slogans such 
as “No Honor Without Battle.” Hit- 
lar was the author of many of 
them. 

Uniformed National Socialists, 
Steel Helmeters and Veterans’ 
Leaguers were conspicuous. It was 
a clear, cold day and the profuse 
decorations recalled the victorious 
days of the German armies of 1914. 

President von Hindenburg re-

As the church bells rang, the 
President drove in an open car from 
Nikolai Church to the garrison 
church, heading a procession of the

honor. 

The garrison church ceremony 
fell on the sixty-second anniversary 
of the meeting of the first German 
Reichstag founded by Bismarck. 

In the church the President oc- 
cupied the chair with the carved 
emblem of Kaiser Wilhelm II 
mounted on the dais, facing the 
altar. Chancellor Hitler and Vice- 
Chancellor.von Papen were seated 
directly behind him. 


Decree to Imprison Government’s 
Critics Before Hindenburg. 
By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, March 21.—The 
ern submitted for President von 
Hindenburg's signature tonight a 
decree providing for imprisonment 
at hard labor for malicious dissemi- 
nation of reports damaging to the 
prestige of the nation, the Govern- 
ment or the political parties sup- 
portin gthe Government. 

Penalties also are provided for 
the wearing or possession of uni- 
forms or insignia of such political 
parties without proper qualifica- 
tion. 

The President was asked also to 
sig nanother decree granting am- 
nesty to persons imprisoned “for 
past excesses committed in the heat 
of the battle for national resur- 
gence,’ but warning that no fur- 
ther clemency will be extended.

The younger, stronger, faster 
Browning, à tremendous 238-pound 
athlete, hurled Lewis, well over 45 
and with much of his 240 pounds 
bulging around his middle, about 
the premises pretty much at will. 

The Old “Garden Fnish.” 

After they had rolled and tugged 
through 50 minutes, they came 
down to the orthodox ending known 
as the “garden finish.” Lewis hurled 
himself upon the champion and 
threw him once, twice, thrée times 
to the mat with headlocks. 

Groggily, Browning reeled to his 
feet and apparently through pure 
instinct wrapped his arms about 
Lewis’ head and hurled him at the 
ringside spectators. The former 
champion got only as far as the 
working press and was unceremo- 
niously shoved back into the ring.

“lousy capitalists!” He had hoped 
that photographs would show how 
bravely he died. Such is ambition. 


Zangara is far from Florida to- 
day. WHERE is he? Some be- 
lieve or THINK they believe, that 
a higher judge, creator of the uni- 

erse, will tell Zangara that he 
must now go to hell, to suffer in- 
conceivable torment forever, and 
that 10 thousand billion years from 
now he will still be burning and 
writhing in the place “where their 
worm dieth not.” 

To some, on the other hand, it 
does not seem probable that divine 
wisdom would punish thus a being 
created by himself. 


If he heard that sentence for eter- 
nity would Zangara say again, as 
he said to the Judge condemning 
him in Florida, “Me no care.” 

It is not impossible. In Dante’s 
awful picture of hell, he shows a 
defiant sinner, rising to the sur- 
face of the boiling pitch for an in- 
stant, looking up to heaven with a 
mocking gesture and saying, “That 
or you.” 


That Zangara is better dead, there 
isno doubt. That it is a good thing 
for the State to imitate the mur- 
derer and kill as he killed, there 
is great doubt.

Fear, Funk and Flop. 


OHN DONNE uttered a 

wise prayer: “Lord, give 

me a fear of which I need 
not be afraid.” It may seem 
odd that anyone should be 
afraid of fear, but it is true. 
And fear, if. we become afraid 
of it, ends in funk. Fear stim- 
ulates; funk paralyzes. A fit 
of. blue funk is a kind of pho- 
bia, which unfits us for our 
work. 


In the story of “Moby Dick” 
—one of the best sea yarns ever 
written—an old whale-hunter 
says, “I will have no man in 
my boat who is not afraid.” 
For he knew that it is not brav- 
ery, but folly, which makes 
light of real danger. An utter- 
ly fearless, dare-devil kind of 
man may endanger others as 
well as himself by his folly. 

The difference between fear 
and funk has been put in this 
way: Real fear hgs to do with 
objects rtally dangerous to us. 
Without such fear no one could 
live through a single day. Funk 
is an unnatural fear without 
an object, and is due to some 
morbid conflict going on with- 
in us. It is really fear of our- 
selves projected outward and 
attached to things not in them- 
selves dangerous to us. 

Fear makes us keen, alert, 
efficient. Funk makes us hec- 
tic, fussy, worried, and in- 
capacitates us - for our task. A 
druggist has a normal fear lest 
he make a mistake in mixing 
his drugs and poison somebody. 
His fear makes him watchful, 
careful, But if he gets so he 
is afraid to let a person leave 
his store with a prescription, 
without a kind of terror that 
he may have poisoned him, then 
fear has become funk.
